Relevancy of References not Cited in Search Report 

JP02-308313 A discloses a guiding device which guides a vehicle to move to 
a target position set by a user on a setting screen, in which the guiding is carried out 
by creating in real time a target track (orbit) from the current position of the vehicle to 
the target position while estimating the current position of the vehicle, and by 
controlling a steering angle based on the created target track. 

JP1 0-264839 A discloses a guiding device which estimates the current 
position of the vehicle based on respective wheel speeds detected by wheel speed 
sensors and a yaw rate detected by a yaw rate sensor and judges whether the 
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estimated current position of the vehicle departs from a target track. If the estimated 
current position departs from the target track, steering angles of the wheels are 
controlled according to the departure amount in order to correct the departure from 
the target track.
